Columbus, Feb. 11.—Employers who 
encourage their employes to get tips 
from patrons ought to be ashamed 
to 
call them selves 
business 
men, 
Representative Jones, Democrat, of 
Franklin county, argued before the 
house of representatives in a vain 
effort to bring about the passage of 
the anti-tipping bill iptroduced early 
in the session by Brown of Ashland. 
“The tipping system is unpatriotic 
and 
un-American.“ Jones 
declared. 
“It was brought to this country by 
American snobs who wanted to imi­ 
tate the pseudo grandees of Europe. 
It is fostered by the foolish sentim ent 
that it helps the servant or the work­ 
ing man. 
The truth Is that it was 
born in the mind of the employer who 
makes his servants filch their wages 
out of the pockets of patrons. 
It is 
shameful for any employer to refuse 
to pay his workers a living wave and 
to make them get their livelihood by 
begging from others. 
I say it is an 
injustice to the servant and an im­ 
position upon the man or woman who 
is forced to give extra fee6 under pen­ 
alty of no service.” 
Jones excoriated the house for in­ 
troducing “joke” amendments and try­ 
ing to laugh the bill into defeat. 
He 
showed how large hotel companies 
“collect” their portion of tips and 
how erroneous is the notion that all 
such fees go into the pocket of the 
servant. 
‘T he passage of this hill would 
elevate the manhood and the woman­ 
hood of the servants of this state and 
it would be received with joy by the 
self respecting employes,” Represen­ 
tative Jones averred. 
“It would com­ 
pel employers to pay living wages in­ 
stead of making their servants beg 
for a living.” 
Jones was the only man who spoke 
for the bill, which was finally defeated 
by a vote of 48 to 51. No arguments 
were made against it but the opposi­ 
tion 
attacked 
it 
with 
ridiculous 
amendments. 
Young of 
Cleveland 
tried to make life imprisonment the 
penalty for tipping. 
Whittemore, the 
Republican floor leader, suggested the 
exemption of hotel waitresses. 
The 
house guffawed over the WhittemoTe 
“joke” while the galleries tittered. 
Organizations of commercial travel­ 
ers who have been advocating the 
bill are said to be starting a move­ 
ment for is reconsideration.

Falling Bodies. 
Men from the Michigan College of 
Mines made some interesting expert 
tneuts with fulling bodies in the deep 
vertical shaft of a copper mine at Cal­ 
umet, which, says Machinery, has three 
of the deepest shafts in the world. 
The experimenters tried to drop into 
a box of day 4.200 feet below two 
metal balls two inches in diam eter,one 
from the center of a shaft nine feet 
wide and thirty feet long and one from 
the southwest corner of i t 
Neither of 
the balls reached the box of clay. One 
was never found; the other, probably 
the one dropped from the center, was 
found lodged in the timbers in the east 
side of the shaft, 800 feet from thesur 
face. In faet. bodies dropped into the 
shaft invariably lodged in the east 
wall, because the earth rotates on its 
axis from west to east 
If a load of 
oro were spilled Into the shaft most of 
it would cling to the side of the shaft 
or land on the levels to the east.
